2,000 Passengers Fly Across Knglish 
Channel nl Five Weeks 
Statistics Just published show that 
Britain is rapidly becoming airmind- 
ed. Every week for the last five weeks 
more than 2,000 people have taken the 
once perilous air journey across the 
English Channel. This is an increase 
of more than 500 over the highest 
figure for last year. 

During the busiest air week last 
year less than 1,500 people took ad¬ 
vantage of the quick service from 
London to Paris.

Columbia Government land in the 
Sumns reclamation area, Provincial 
officials are about to establish there 
three model farms, with buildings 
and complete equipment, to be sold as 
going concerns.

In every way they will bo 
models of modern agricultural meth¬ 
ods, with houses, barns and machin¬ 
ery. It is believed they will be sold 
without difficulty, but the main pur¬ 
pose is to attract farmers to the dis¬ 
trict and to encourage the establish¬ 
ment of first-class farms of similar 
character there.

Twenty-five years ago the population of the three prairie provinces was 
considerably less than one million people; today it is well over two million 
people. Nevertheless Western people tulk of the slow growth in population, 
and are severely critical of the Government at Ottawa, irrespective of its 
political complexion, and the immigration policies which have prevailed. 

Twenty-five years ago Manitoba was largely nn undeveloped province, 
while the Provinces of Saskatchewan and Alberta were yet to be born, this 
vast territory being known as the North-West Territories, lacking a fully 
autonomous form of government, and without many of the institutions, 
services and conveniences enjoyed by the people in other parts of the Domin¬ 
ion. Today these three provinces are as well organized, as up-to-date, as 
well served in most respects and better in some, than the older provinces. 

Twenty-five years ago. with the exception of the main line of the C.P.R. 
and a few north ami south branch lines, this western country lacked railway 
facilities. Today the whole country is criss-crossed by numerous main lines 
east and west, and by branches radiating cut in all directions, while hun¬ 
dreds of additional miles of branch lines are being constructed every year, 
in this short space of time. Saskatchewan, the central of the three provinces, 
has out-distanced every province except Ontario in railway mileage. 

During these twenty-five years the production of the West hjLS doubled 
and trebled and re-trebled; hamlets have become villages, villages have 
grown into towns, towns have developed into modern cities; municipal sys¬ 
tems have been treated which compare favorably with those of older lands; 
courts of justice have been organized; thousands of schools have been erect¬ 
ed high schools, collegiate institutes and universities established; great 
elevator systems have been created; the telephone has been carried into the 
most humb’e rural home. 

The old ox-cart, the wagon, the buggy, has given way to the automobile; 
the single furrow plough and yoke of oxen has been superseded to a large 
extent by the tractor and gang plough; the winding trails leading across the 
prairie, up hill, down dale, and through the valleys to the far distant little 
railway station, calling for days and nights on the road to market a load of 
grain, have been converted into well built earth roads, graded to a standard,

Ring-Necked llieasahts From Ore¬ 
gon Introduced In Medicine 
Hat District . 

Fourteen brace of ring-necked 
pheasants arrived the other day from 
Oregon, for the Medicine Hat Kish 
and Game Association. The birds 
will be placed in pens, already pre¬ 
pared for them on the Bray poultry 
farm on Ross Creek. The young 
pheasants are about three months 
old, apparently, and are about the 
size of a full grown Hungarian Part¬ 
ridge, although considerably longer 
in the leg. They are a lively lot and 
apparently have suffered no harm 
from the trip. The Association is now 
in possession of 44 birds altogether, 
16 having been secured from the eggs 
shipped here in the spring. It is pro¬ 
posed to keep nil the birds in confine¬ 
ment for breeding purposes and thus 
be in a position to turn loose several 
hundred, in the fall of 1929. along 
the creek beds and liver flats.

in Alberta the U.F.A. Government, under Premier Brownlee, the Liberal 
Government, under Premier Gardiner, in Saskatchewan, and the Bracken 
Farmers’ Government, in Manitoba, are all under fire because they have not 
gravelled or paved many thousands of miles of roads, although in order to 
do so the public debts of these provinces would have been enormously in¬ 
creased and the taxes imposed made much heavier. 

And no sooner are roads gravelled than a new demand is made. In 
Manitoba complaint is now made that these gravelled roads are too dusty, 
and the Government of that Province is called upon to remedy this condition. 
In Saskatchewan, a proposal is calmly made that there should be paved 
roads provided, running from the United States boundary through the prov¬ 
ince to the northern edge of settlement, and that at least two other paved 
loads should be constructed hight across the province from east to west,— 
a good thousand miles of paved highway at a cost of many millions of dol¬ 
lars. 

And along with the demand for more road^, better roads, gravelled 
roads, oiled roads, paved roads, is coupled the demand for reduced license 
fees for automobiles, and the rebatement to municipalities of a goodly por¬ 
tion of the money now collected; in a word, for reduced taxation on tilt* 
people. It is a peculiar situation. All Governments being urged to spenu 
millions more and to collect very much less.

18,000 lbs. Of Mail Carried By Fleet 
Of Planes 

A fleet of 18 airplanes, each laden 
with a half a ton of mail, landed at 
tho municipal airport at Chicago re¬ 
cently and established what is believ¬ 
ed to be a new record for shipments 
by air mail. The fleet, chartered by 
a Lansing, Mich., manufacturing 
firm which sent out almost 350,000 
pieces of mall in their record-break¬ 
ing cargo, carried approximately 18,- 
000 pounds.

$13,000.

Coyote Fur Farms 

Prairie Wolf Cab Be Raised In Cap¬ 
tivity nntl Fur Sold At Good 
Profit 

Another animal has been addted to 
the*growing: list of those raised under 
domestic conditions for their fur. Two 
young boys living 90 miles northwest 
of Edmonton started a coyote farm 
in 1927 by digging young coyotes out 
of the ground and confining them in 
a pen. They got 140 young animals 
and when the skins were mature sold 
them for $12.00 each. 

The coyote is sometimes spoken of 
as the prairie wolf, but has little in 
common with the real wolf. He will 
not attack human beings or other 
animals; indeed, he had attained no 
distinction at all until it was dis¬ 
covered tliat he could be raised in 
captivity and his fur sold at a good 
profit.

Any possibility of n tobacco famine 
seems to be averted by the discovery 
that tobacco can be grown success¬ 
fully on the plains of Western Can- 
nde. already famous as the world’s 
greatest source of wheat supply. 

Excellent results have been obtain¬ 
ed on experimental plots in Southern 
Manitoba and Southern Alberta. The 
leaf produced in the West show's top- 
notch yield and excellent quality. 

The expansion of the industry In 
the Okanagan Valley of British Col¬ 
umbia last year was phenomenal. 
The commercial production leaped 
from 07,000 pounds from cured leaf 
in 1926 to 2,000,000 pounds in 1927. 

In the whole of Canada the acreage 
devoted to tobacco culture increased 
from 23 932 acres in 1922 to 44,028 
acres in 1927. The annual yield in¬ 
creased from 21,000.000 pounds to 
43.00b,000 pounds, and the value of 
the crop from $3,518,000 to approxi¬ 
mately $10,000,000. During the same 
live years the nnnual export of leaf 
increased from 1,000.000 pounds to 
over 6.000,000 pounds. 
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Not Merely Descriptive 

Japanese Have Reason For Firing the 
Word "Matu" 

Those Interested enough to 


read 

the maritime news must have ob¬ 
served the frequency with which the 
word Maru follows the names of Jap¬ 
anese shipping lines, or even the 
name of tho ship itself. Ever since 
the Japanese flag appeared In foreign 
ports this word ‘ Maru,” the Brandon 
Sun observes, has been generally tak¬ 
en as meaning “ship,” or more re¬ 
cently steamship. But well-inform¬ 
ed Japanese shipping men explain 
that to "Maru” originally, and is still, 
attached a connotation more import¬ 
ant than for mere descriptive pur¬ 
poses. It may be taken as meaning 
either something ’ beloved” or ‘great¬ 
ly treasured,” or secondarily a “cas¬ 
tle,” more especially the inner coun 
or citadel of a castle or stronghold. 

In ancient days a Japanese noble¬ 
man would often add the numo 
“Maru” to the given name of his first¬ 
born if it happened to be a boy, the 
term in itself being of the masculine 
gender. In this respect the general 
bestowal of the appellation on ves¬ 
sels differs from the usage of English- 
speaking nations, where a ship is al¬ 
ways referred to as “she.” 

A combination of the two defini¬ 
tions of ‘ Maru'' is probably respon¬ 
sible for the maritime use, Japan, an 
island nation, being particularly de¬ 
pendent upon the sco. Therefore, to 
add the term “Maru” to ships which 
make trade possible is a natural ex¬ 
tension. As for the “castle,” a vessel 
might lx* regarded as a floating build¬ 
ing. An interesting exception to the 
general rule is that of warships, jione 
of these taking 'Maru.”

There are two kinds of explosions 
which are commonly classed as physi¬ 
cal and chemical. A physical explo¬ 
sion is of the type of a “blow-out” 
of an automobile tire. Tho explosion 
of a steam boiler or of a tank of 
compressed gas is similar. A large 
ouantity of gas under pressure is 
suddenly released. 

A chemical explosion is the same 
as a lire, but takes place more rap¬ 
idly. In this case material combines 
with oxygen, which it may obtain 
from the air, to form a gas and 
usually an ash. If the gas is formed 
slowly it will escape as it is formed, 
but if it is formed rapidly it will de¬ 
stroy all its inclosures in the attempt 
to expand. The former is a Are, but 
the latter is an explosion. 

If we post up such signs as “glyc¬ 
eryl nitrate,” "cellulose, nitrate,” 
“picric acid,” “trinitrotoluene,” every 
workman would have all due respect, 
even though he had not the slightest 
idea what the substances might be. 
But if the signs say “flour,” “metallic 
dust,” “milk dust," “chocolate dust,” 
“woodduat,” “sugar” or “rubber 
dust,” the workman sees that he is 
familiar with these things and would 
light a match for smoking without 
hesitation.

The Use Of the Swather 


A New Development In Grain Har¬ 
vesting In the West 

The most noteworthy development 
of recent years in western agricul¬ 
ture is the use of the swather. Tlio 
report of the superintendent of the 
Swift Current Experiment Station 
explains its use and points out that 
the principal object of the jfwatuer 
is to eliminate a portion of the wait¬ 
ing period between binder harvesting 
aud combine harvesting and thus 
avoid the possibilities of loss due to 
unfavourable weather. The crop is 
cut and laid in swaths, each of which 
contains the straw and heads of u 
strip 16 to 24 feet wide, depending 
on the cutting mechanism. The cut¬ 
ting mechanism may be either the 
combine knife and a table or one or 
more headers. Swathing can be done 
at the time binder harvesting com¬ 
mences. If the weather is favourable 
the swaths can be threshed four to 
six days later. Threshing is perform¬ 
ed by means of the combine equipped 

with a special pickup device. 

When cropa are alow to ripen to 
the degree where the combine can bo 
safely used, or where ripening Is un¬ 
even, the swather Is nn undoubted 
advantage. A crop that contains a 
quantity of green weeds, and where 
it is impossible to get all the crop 
without cutting a portion of the green 
weeds, could be better harvested by 
the swather than by the straight 
combine. When harvested by the 
straight combine the broken portions 
of weed stems, green seeds and pulp 
from the plants may cause tough or 
damp grain. The green plants have 
nn opportunity to dry in the swath 
und therefore cause no further trou¬ 
ble, as the most of them would then 
bo light enough to separate from the 
grain, but would cause no trouble 
cv&n If separation did not take place. 
A crop in which sawfly damage is 
likely-to be serious could bo swathed 
before the damage reached danger¬ 
ous proportions. In areas where frost 
is common the swather could be used 
to advantage, thus extending tho area 
wherein combines can be used. 

Tho two apparent disadvantages of 
the awather are iirst that tne two op¬ 
erations of Swathing and threshing 
are more expensive than straight 
combining, although not nearly so 
expensive as binder and separator 
harvesting, and secondly that in the 
case of swaths lying out during a 
prolonged period of warm, wet weath¬ 
er there would likely be a serious 
loss by sprouting.

U.S. Feels Canadian Prosperity 


l-'arin Implements Imported From 
U.S. Reach High Valuation 

A reflex of the prosperity prevail¬ 
ing in Western Canada which touches 
the United States Is Indicated by 
Canadian purchases of farm imple¬ 
ments in that country. In July these 
purchases are stated to have brok¬ 
en all records. During that month the 
Dominion import shipments of this 
kind totalled $5,958,603 in value, 
making a record of $29,277,201 for 
the first seven months of the year. 

The bulk of these purchases con¬ 
sisted of tractors and harvesting ap¬ 
paratus. During the month of July, 
more than 1,800 tractors were ship¬ 
ped to Canada, of which 1,422 were 
wheel tractors of from 15 to 32 horse¬ 
power. Other large items among the 
Canadian purchases were .3,945 har¬ 
vesters and binders, 914 combines and 
552 threshers. 

These purchases from the United 
States are, of course, in addition to 
great quantities bought from Cana¬ 
dian manufacturing concerns and 
represent only a portion of the activ¬ 
ity in the farm implement field due 
to this year’s record crops.

A cool, dark, dry place la ideal for 
the .storage of canned products. Heat 
favours the growth of bacteria; light 
causes fading; while dampness furth¬ 
ers the growth of moulds and may 
even cause rust on the metal fas¬ 
tenings of Jars. 

no not allow canned goods to He 
shout under uncertain conditions, 
wash ti»e Jars and label neatly with 
name of product and date when can¬ 
ned. If dark storage is not available 
tvrap all jars in paper to exclude the 
light. If a damp atmosphere Is pos¬ 
itively unavoidable examine the rub¬ 
bers on the jars from time to time, 
us mould may attack thorn, making 
possible the admission of air and bac- 
teriu to the contents of the jar. 

A container for canned goods 
should ho of a size to suit the needs 
of the household; not so large that its 
contents cannot be consumed shortly 
after opening, or deterioration and 
spoilage will occur. 

It is a wise precaution to boil can¬ 
ned vegetable products for a few min¬ 
utes after they are removed from the 
jar. Tills does not imply that they 
must be eaten hot. When the vegeta¬ 
bles are required for salads, etc., they 
may be set aside after boiling and 
chilled before use. These and other 
phases of canning fruif and vegeta¬ 
bles In the home are described in 
Bulletin No. 77 “Preserving Fruits 
and Vegetables in the Home,” obtain¬ 
able from the Publications Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa.

I have heard of checks being re¬ 
turned from banks, for various rea¬ 
sons forgery, wrong signature, no 
account, Insufficient funds, or a check 
being dated ahead, but here is a fresh 
one that surprised me and I took the 
matter up with my bank.

And 
when you do get one deposit it im¬ 
mediately, for if ycu hold it too long 
it will lose it3 freshness and be re¬ 
turned stale. 


Outlet From Hudson llay To Atlantic 

Ocean Is Open For Five Month* 
Of tlio Year 

With the return to Ottawa of the 
Hadron Strait aerial patrol, the per¬ 
iod of investigation in these northern 
waters will be completed, and the 
officials of the government will have 
proved to their complete satisfaction 
that the outlet from Hudson Huy to 
the Atlantic ocean is navigable for at 
least live months in the year, and 
perhaps longer. 

Previous to the aerial patrol, the 
limit of proved navigation was placed 
at about three months. While the 
airplanes arc returning to civiliza¬ 
tion. the government is still keeping 
close watch on the strait, through the 
agency of the Montcalm, a govern¬ 
ment cruiser, which will steam to 
and fro In the strait until freeze-up.

It is expected ok a re¬ 
mit that the flowers will be a*featuro 
of the quiet landscapes In which our 
heroes arc buried. 

Parker, chief horticultural 
ofTicer of the Imperial War Graves 
Commission, says in reply to Mr. 
Ramsay's letter: 

“Please accept my very wannest 
thanks for this most welcome gift. 
It will be a great satisfaction to you 
to know that if we succeed in rais¬ 
ing the number of plants that I be¬ 
lieve is possible from your seed, a 
very large number of Canadian 
graves will be decorated with this 
little prairie flower. 

“It should be a source of gseat 
satisfaction to any next-of-kin from 
the prairie province# visiting a grave 
in France or Flanders, to find grow¬ 
ing upon it one of the most beautiful 
of the prairie spring flowers. 

“This satisfaction will be shared by 
you who have by your interest and 
generosity made it possible for me 
to provide the plants.”

Developing a Hardy Dreed Of Cattle 
For Northern Sections 

Interesting experiments have been 
conducted at Buffalo Park, Wain- 
wright, with the Yak (bos grun- 
niens), the ox of the plateaus of Ti¬ 
bet. 

Under experimental farm direction 
excellent specimens of crosses be¬ 
tween the yak and the buffalo have 
been secured, also crosses between 
tho yak and domestic cattle. 

What may be the future devel¬ 
opment in this breeding work toward 
tho retention or elimination of yak 
blood will be largely determined by 
progress in breeding work. However, 
the work to date has afforded a most 
interesting study of considerable 
value in animal breeding, and it is 
quite possible that in future years 
there may be developed a herd con¬ 
taining largely the domestic blood 
of the improved beef breeds, but with 
an infusion of bison and yak blood 
sufficient to give that hardiness, abil¬ 
ity to withstand storms, ability to 
forage in the winter, and the gen¬ 
eral thrift and vigour which may be 
of soipe commercial value to the cold¬ 
er and northern sections of Western 
Canada where the beef industry will 
for all time be one of the important 
phases of agriculture.

It is probable that the most intense 
cold on earth is found shortly after 
midwinter at the South Pole. At the 
North Pole the corresponding tem¬ 
perature is probably only half as far 
below zero and from 10 degrees to 
30 degrees warmer than many places 
where Europeans live, as, for in¬ 
stance, the Verkhoyansk locality in 
the Yakutsk Province of Siberia, 
where grains arc cultivated in the 
summer with a July temperature of 
90 degrees in the shade, but where 
the winter cold reaches 90 degrees be¬ 
low zero. 

It is probable that the South Pole 
minimum is lower than 120 degrees 
below zero, Fahrenheit; the mini¬ 
mum at the North Pole is probably 
never colder than GO degrees below. 
Incidentally, there are towns in the 
United States that have observed 
minimum temperatures from live to 
-ten degrees lower than the theoreti¬ 
cal minimum fur the North Pole.

More Maple Sugar 

Official statistics show an increase 
of nearly 4,000,000 pounds in the pro¬ 
duction of maple sugar in Canada in 
1928, compared with 1927. The esti¬ 
mated production for 1928 was 13,- 
798,000 pounds valued at $2,269,680. 
Quebec is the principal maple sugai 
producing province in Canada al¬ 
though rivalled closely by Ontario in 
the production of maple syrup.
